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SPANISH LOSSES HEAVY 


The Enemy is Repulsed in Several Engagements, 
In- 


surgents Reported to Have Killed 900 Spaniards.

Oar Force* Will Concentrate to Vet- 


troy Spain'* Atlantic Squadron. 


(Special Correspondence to The Transcript.) 
Washington, May 13.-3.30 p. m.—The 


"War Department's plans for the imme- 
diate inrasion of Cuba have been materi- 
ally changed by the newa of the presence 
ot the Spanish fleet in West Indian 
waters. The movement will be delayed 
for a time, while all the force of the 
Atlantic fleets is thrown against the 
Spanish squadrons at Martinique and 
elsewhere. To thU end, probably, the 
flying squadron at Fort Monroe has been 
ordered to sail immediately although it8 
destination is unknown. 
Preparations 


for sea were made last night. 


At the same time this afternoon the de- 


partment ordered the 
assembling of 


29 000 volunteers at Chicbamanga. This 
embraces 20 regiments and five batteries 
of which the New England states furnish 
a part. 


Washington, May 13.-At 7 o'cloot this 


morning the navy department received a 


i dispatch from Sampson dated at St. 
Thomas. It said: "A portion of the 
squadron reached San Juan Wednesday 
morning and commenced an attack upon 
the batteries. 
The attack lasted three 


hours and resulted in much damage to 
the batteries and incidentally to the por- 
tion of the city near by. The batteries 
replied without any material effect. One 
man was killed on the New York, and 


seven were slightly wounded on other 
ships. 
There was no serious damage. 


Signed, Sampson." 


The man killed referred to by Admiral 


Sampson was Seaman Frank Widemark. 
The Spanish report of the bombardment 
at Porto Bioo, sent from Havana by the 
way of Kingston, claims that the damage 
done to Spain was inconsiderable and the 
low insignificant. 


Then too, in view of the reports that 


German, British and French ships are 
centering at the Philippines much In- 
terest has been exulted in naval circles as 
to the strength of the several fleets in 
these waters. 
There is little or no ap- 


prehension that the gathering of the 
foreign warships is meant to 
menace 


American interests in the Philippines. 
Germany's fleet in Asiatic waters consists 
of eight first class modern vesssls. The 
second in command is Vice Adjniral 
Prince Henry, brother of the emporer of 
Germany. The British squadron there is 
greater than that of Germany, France 
and Russia combined. It consists of 31 
modern fighting ship3. 
The Russian 


fleet consists of 22 ships and the French 
fleet of 11 ships.

PEOPLE FX.ED 171 A PANIC. 


Shot* of Sampson's Kb IP* at Porto 


Rico Terribly Destructive. 


(By The Associated Press.) 


Bt. Thomas, via Fort de France, 


Kartinique, May 13.— Admiral Sampson 
has hammered the forts of San Juan to 
powder. Such Is the news which filters 
over the cable to this outlying- point. 


The American squadron arrived ofC 


the fated port just before daylight yes- 
terday. Word had been sent ahead that 
the fortifications were to be bombarded 
— notice to women and children, to aliens 
and noncombatants, to quit the place 
and seek such safety as the outlying hills 
afforded. 


Then the stillness was shattered by a 


mighty sound, the crashing thunder of" 
a grreat gun broke and boomed over the 
quiet harbor, reverberated amonjr the 
hills, and told all the Antilles that Uncle 
Bam had begun fighting in the West 
Indies. 


It was one of the great 12-Inch guns 


on the Iowa which began the bombard- 
ment. "Fighting Bob" Evans was in his 
element at last, making an heroic effort 
to have the Spanish tongue recognized 
as the court language of hell. The shell 
struck home on the gnarled limestone o£ 
castle Morro, the ancient limestone 
fortress which guards San Juan as its 
namesake stands watch and ward over 
Havana. Then the Indiana opened from 
her forward turret with a 13-inch pro- 
jectile and the effect of the Bhot was 
like that of the famous first effort of a 
great modern gun at Alexandria. 


The walls of Morro seemed to'go Into 


vapor where the Immense projectiles 
•truck. Ruined masonry and mangled 
corpses told of the Inadequacy of the 
ncarps and bastions of the older days to 
withstand the assaults of modern arma- 
ments. Later there was a reply. The 
first shot flew far to leeward. On 
stemmed Sampson's fleet, the Puritan 
and Terror creeping nearer in shore, and 
their 1« and 12-ineh guns doing tremen- 
dous execution against the fortifications. 


All eyes soon caught another signal 


from Admiral Sampson's flagship and 
cheered It as thay read: "Let us have 
Ban Juan by sunset!" The captains were 
encouraged to renewed endeavor t>y this 
request, but the resistance was not suf- 
Bclently heroic to stimulate the gunners 
to their best work. It seemed too jlKch 
like practice at targets. Morro fired but 
three shots from her/heavy guns. 


Bui seven shots were fired from th« 


big 
uns of the American squadron. 


The- ^ left Morro castle a crumbled ruin. 
Thp castle's guns were mute, because 
the %'unners were killed or In flight. 


Then began the onslaught on the land 


batteries and the fortifications about 
the government Tjulldings. The Span- 
iards stood by their guns as long as there 
was any hope, but their fire was slow 
and wild. Not a single American ship 
was harmed; not an American seaman 
killed or injured. 


At the last accounts the city Itself h£.d 


not surrendered, though it was com. 
pletely at Admiral Sampson's mercy. 
It had been deserted by the merchants 
and noncomb&tants. The foreign eon- 
euls had followed the refugees Into the 
country and the troops were reported 
panic-stricken. The volunteers had fled. 


After 
the bombardment Sampson 


withdrew to await the arrival of the 
St. Louis and Yale with more ammuni- 
tion. Both these vessels are now in St. 
Thomas, and they may take with them 
the schooner Ida Southard, now here 
•with 1000 tons of coal for the fleet. Dur- 
ing the bombardment the torpedo boat 
Porter, the collier Niagara and an armed 
tug remained outside the line of fire, ob- 
serving the contest through glasses. 
They report seeing a dreadful panic In 
San Juan, though no shots wer^sent Into 
the town proper. .

Sampson Han San .lann at His mercy.

London, May 13—2.30 p. m.—A St.

London, May 13.—A special dispatch

here of the bombardment of San Juan is 
that the American fleet was "gloriously 
beaten back."

Washington, May 13.— Preparations 


will be hastened with all possible speed 
for the concftntratlon'of troops in large 
numbers at the ports of embarkation 
for Cuba. The war department by th» 
end of ths week will have transports In 
numbers to convey about 16,000 men. Th« 
first detachment will be the United 
States regulars, followed by the volun- 
teers. The transports will be convoyed 
by several warships, and the landing of 
tho troops will be made under the guns 
of the most formidable vessels ot tno 
fleet now performing blockade duty. 


The plan of operations against Ha- 
vana will be perfected later. It will in- 
clude a simultaneous attack by the war- 
ships and the United States troops, re 
Inforced by Gomez's men. This battle 
is not likely to occur until the dote of 
this month, as considerable time will hi 
required to land the troops, organ Iz 
them and move them upon Havana. Th< 
expedition, which will leave Tampa In ;

Dewey Master of tbe Situation For the 


Time Being. 


Hong Kong, May 13.—A correspondent 


Who has just arrived ,f30m ^"j.nila re- 
ports: "The Spaniards in Manila are 
not dispospd to capitulate. Commodore 
Dewey has the place at his mercy, but it 
would be useless to bombard the city 
without a sufficient force to hold it. 


"1 had an Irteresting conversation v. ith 


Admiral WLontojo, -\vho, recognizing Lhe 
superiority of the American squadron, 
admitted that his chief object was to 
seek the protection of the Cavite forts. 
He fought in the Keina Maria Chris- 
tina till she was on fire fore and aft and 
had 52 killed. On the advice of his flag 
lieutenant, he transferred big flag to the 
Isla Oe Cuba. Evidently, after two and 
a half hours' fighting, he gave the signal 
to scuttle and abandon her. Commodore

cis to destroy the" burning ships. 


A^ '..al Montojo replied: 'The ships 
are at your mercy; do as you like.' The 
American fire was then resumed till the 
Spanish squadron was completely an- 
nihilated. 


"The captain of the Boston, who car- 


ried the flag of truce, said: 'You com- 
batted us with four very bad ships, not 
warships. We have never seen before 
braver fighting under such unequal con- 
ditions. It is a great pity you exposed 
your lives on vessels not fit for fighting.' 


"Commodors Dewey sent a message to 


(Admiral Montojo as fellows: T ha-va 
pleasure in clasping your hand and of- 
fering my congratulations on the gallant 
manner In which you fought.' 


"Admiral Montojo attributes the re- 


sponsibility of his defeat to the govern- 
ment in Madrid. He had only obsolete 
vessels, thouerh he had requisitioned the 
government for ships. He had no tor- 
pedoes except some which he himself 
had constructed out of ineffective ma- 
terial. HJS original Intention was to re- 
main at fukic and offer battle, but he 
returned to C-vite because the Subic 
forts were Inadequate. 


"During th» bombardment of the Ca- 


Tlta arsenal, Commodore Dewey sus- 
pended fire at the request of the Span- 
iards to allow two men and children to be 
removed to a place of safety. I wit- 
nessed the second bombardment. 


"The rebels looted Cavite Immedi- 
ately, the Spaniards flying to Manila, 
and encounters with the rebels were fre- 
quent In the suburbs. Whan I landed 
on May 21 found the city panic-stricken, 
and the shops remained closed for three 
days. Finding that aa armistice had 
been agreed upon, many civilians re- 
turned. The position of the British sec- 
tion of the community was precarious, 
owing to the scattered position of their 
houses. Food was scarce and at famine 
prices; the soldiers had remained un- 
paid for several weeks, and looting was 
fearprl 
On Frlrtnv frpfrire the " bom- 


bardment the steamer Gulf of Martaban 
left for Singapore and London with 
Spanish and English women and chil- 
dren on board; but many English fami- 
lies still remain ashore.

CLEARS ATMOSPHERE. 


The 
Location of Spain's 


Fleet Leaves 
Our 


Course Open. 


Washington, May 14, 4.30 p. m.—The 


cabinet meeting today lasted 313 minutes, 
the shortest of the war. The news of the 
Spanish fleet being at Martinique is re- 
garded as authentic and 
clears the 


atmosphere. From now onward 
the 


government's line of action is not to be 
clouded by uncertaiaties as to the 
location of the formidable enemy. No 
one doubts Sampson's ability to de- 
stroy it. 


Sampson has a large supply of ammuni- 


tion. It is believed that the flying 
squadron has been ordered to close up on 
Havana. The troops meanwhile will be 
kept in readiness for a forward movement 
at an opportune time. The French gov- 
ernment is likely to be held accountable 
if the Spanish fleet obtains coal at Mar- 
tinique. 


CHANCE OF PLANS. 


The Second Massachusetts 


Ordered South by Rail. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript) 


Washington, May 13.—4.00 p. m.—The 


.war department has issued orders this 
afternoon that all transports about to 
leave New York be held until further 
notice. 
The 71st New York and the 


Second Massachusetts are ordered to go 
to Tampa by rail instead of by boat. This 
change is made so as not to risk the troops 
to dangers from any Spanish vessels in 
American waters.

New England state, except Connecticut, 
is ordered to furnish one regiment of the 
30,000 troops c.-dered to concentrate 
Chattanooga.

Blames the Consul. 


Boston, May 13.—Ths schooner "Jenuey 


S. Butler" from'Cienfugos April 12 reports 
that her mate, John Purchas of Portland, 
Me., was killed by Spaniards while at- 
tempting to pass the trocha. He was 
hacked to pieces by soldiers. The captain 
of the schooner blames Consul McQarr 
for neglect of Americans at Cienfusros. 
He says that he has left them without 
protection or notification of danger. 


BanfTr on Austrian Brnntraitcjr. 


Budapest, 
May 13.—The premier, 


Baron Banffy, replying to an interpella- 
tion in the lower house of the diet, said) 
"The government has not thought It 
necessary to issue a formal declaration of 
neutrality in the present war. Although 
it is unfortunate that the war could not 
be prevented, it does not follow that 
Austro-Hungary Is called upon to adopt 
a special attitude In the matter. The 
frlpndlv relations of Aiintro-ITnncnry 
with both powers Imply an uncondi- 
tional neutrality without a formal dec- 
laration. 
Moreover, an official declara- 


tion of neutrality would not correspond 
with AuBtro-Hungary's practice in sim- 
ilar cases, as she has only thrtoe done 
so during the present century, and then 
the belligerents were Austro-Hungary's 
immediate neighbors." 


The premier added: 
"The govern- 


ment Is of the opinion that there is no 
occasion to take special measures for the 
security of the Hungarians in the United 
States, as it is quite out of th« ques- 
tion that they will experience annoyance 
or unfavorable treatment. 
Also, in 


view of the belligerents' repudiation of 
privateering-, there is no reason to fear 
Austro-Hungarian shipping will suffer 
tfom restrictive or Illegal treatment. 
The statement published to the effect 
that the American government has de- 
manded of Austro-Hungary an uncon- 
ditional declaration of neutrality Is 
totally untrue."

WORK OF THE MERCHANTS' ASSO- 


CIATION WHILE WAR 18 RAGING. 


Planning For a Big Showing at the Omaha 


Exposition and a Special Now York Day. 
Working to Prevent Curtailment of 
Postal Deliveries In the CltiM. 


NEW YOKE, May J8.— [Special.]— The 


Merchants' association I* going ahead 
with all the energy that could be bestowed 
upon its work If times were peaceful in- 
stead of warlike. Its members believe 
the season is going to be a good one In 
spito of the flght with Spain. They be- 
lieve, too, should cessation of hostilities be 
brought about this summer, that the fall 
•will be marked by an extraordinarily 
heavy rush of business in all linos. 


"liupiovomoDt began to be perceptible 


eoon after the good uewsfrom Manilla 
was confirmed," said a member of tbe as- 
Booiatiou this morning. "Before that ev- 
erything was flat. I (ion'fc mean chat- no 
business at all was being done, of course, 
but there had been a great falling off, due 
to the uncertainty most folks felt with re- 
gard to tbe outcome. In other words, 
there was a good deal ot a scare. Had 
Dewey been unfortunate, the blow to busi- 
ness would have been incalculable. Till 
bis victory we did not know how essen- 
tially lacking the Spaniards are In mod- 
ern fighting; power. Now that we under- 
stand the truth the scare of a few days 
seems almost ludicrous, but it was none 
the less a real thing while it lasted." 


For the Omaha Exhibition. 


Much of the energy of the Merchants' 


association ie now being directed, toward 
making a success of New York's exhibit 
at tbe coming Omaha exposition, and the 
organization Is working iu perfect! har- 
mony with the New York state commis- 
sion, beaded by Cbaunoey M. Depew and 
appointed by Governor Black, to see chat 
the state is well represented. 


Owing partially to a misunderstanding 


and partly to tbe fact that the appropria- 
tion for a state building at Omaha was 
asked for at about the same time f 1,000, - 
000 was requested for mobilizing the state 
troops, the amount granted by the legisla- 
ture was shaved down from $25,000, as 
originally planned, to 17,600. This sum 
seemed small to the commission, whose 
members decided to increase it as much as 
possible by subscription. The Merchants' 
association was tbe first organisation to 
take the subscription earnestly in hand, 
promptly pledging $3,000, thus swelling 
tbe total ta $10,500, and the commission 
showed its appreciation by at once moving 
its headquarters to ths association 's offices. 
Since then individual members of the as- 
sociation have corns to the front with con- 
tributions of various sorts besides money, 
one giving a piano for the New York 
building, another the paint for the walls 
thereof, another tbe furniture, eta. Dun- 
bam Wheeler, one of New York's rising 
architects, who is very well known in the 
west, is preparing the plans for tbe build- 
Ing, which will be somewhat like the New 
York building at Nashville, but more 
elaborate, free of cost, and many manu- 
facturers and business xnon are making 
ready to send handsome exhibits. 


Ono of the Merchants' association proj- 


ects with regard to the Omaha fair is tbe 
securing of a date in June to be known as 
New York day. If this can be arranged, 
60 representative New Yorkers will go In a 
body to Omaha at tbelr own expense on 
that day. From all this it will be seen 
that New York purposes doing its share to 
make the Omaha show a success in spite 
of tbe war. Through the agency of tbe 
Merchants' association New York is 
branching out quite generally in the ex- 
hibition line, and for the first time in its 
history Now York business men will this 
year ihake special displays at tbe New 
York state fair to be held in Syracuse. 


The Postal Matter. 


The energies of the Merchants' associa- 


tion have been temporarily diverted for 
the past few days by the action in the 
United States senate limiting tbe number 
of daily postal deliveries to four. It was 
believed by tbe association that tbe threat- 
ened curtailment of delivery had been per- 
manently prevented some months ago 
when a determined campaign was waged 
against it, and the present onslaught took 
every one here completely by surprise. If 
it shall be successful, however, It will not 
be because vigorous resistance is lacking. 
\Vithin a very few hours of the reception 
of news here that tbe senate bad adopted 
the limiting amendment to tbe postofliee 
bill strong dispatches asking for a united 
opposition to its passage by tbe house had 
been sent to moro than SO cities, and re- 
plies of the most satisfactory nature began 
to pour in by the next day. 


Tbe ground of opposition to tbe measure 


taken by the. Merchants' association is ex- 
actly similar to that advanced when tbe 
curtailment was first threatened — that the 
big cities will not be tbe only sufferers, 
but that as A matter of actual fact all mer- 
chants throughout the country, clear down 
to the crossroads general storekeeper, will 
also be heavy losers. With facilities un- 
impaired any merchant within 13 hours- 
of New York, Chicago or any other great 
center of trado can write out an order for 
goods, post tbe letter fit night and feel 
sure it will be opened and tbe order filed 
tbe first thing next day morning, and 
this certainly tends to the mutual prosper- 
ity of business men both In tbe big cities 
and in the smaller towns. Should the 
daily deliveries in the cities be limited to 
four many letter* that are now answered 
inaide of 34 hours could not receive atten- 
tion in 48, and the operations of merchant* 
of all gjados would be seriously hampered. 


Bey All the Feaplo Would Suffer. 


This would work to the great disadvan- 


tage of all the people as well as to that of 
tbe merchants, but even were they as a 
class to be tbe only sufferers they are so 
numerous that 16 is held bore to be bad 
policy to cripple thorn. According to the 
commercial agency books, there are in 
round numbers 185,000 merchants in the 
United States, 119,500 having a rating of 
$5,000 and over. Should these employ on 
the average not more than ten persons 
each, and that is not too high an estimate, 
ineluding tbe great wholesale establish- 
ments, the department store*, etc., along 
with the crossroad* general store*, then 
1,600,000. people, or one in 40, *ay, of tbe 
total population, would be directly affected. 


Looking at the postal service a* a gen- 


eral buainei* enterprise, tbe curtailment of 
delivery is held to be tbe worst possible 
blunder, for it la from tbe oltle* having 
free delivery that the largest; returns are 
received. New York, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and every other big center of 
trade dot* it* postal busines* at a profit, 
and HI* by reason of this profit only, if at 
all, that the further extension of the free 
delivery sarvlce so ardently and generally 
desired may be made possible in the fu- 
ture, shice much of the postal service of 
tht ooantry is now operated at a loss.

Where Mushrooms Orow. 


Shikokn island, Japan, is famous for 


its mushrooms as well as for its great 
camphor product. During the year 1896 
this little island shipped 1,780,797 
pounds of mushrooms to China and other 
countries. The mushrooms ore chiefly 
grown in oak logs, which are cut from 
trees over 26 years old. When the trees 
are cut down, incisions are made in the 
bark at intervals of three to four inch- 
es. The trunks are then out into logs 
four or five feet in length, and these 
are distributed in dark parts of the for- 
est After4be logs have lain three years 
mushroom* begin to grow where the in- 
cisions were made in th» bark. As fast 
as tho mushrooms are plucked new ones 
appear in their places, and this contin- 
ues tfll the log is exhausted, when it is 
replaced by a new one.—Chicago Rec 
Old.

to duty, the Winslow to the western 
shore, while the Wilmington took her 
station In mid-channel. 
Nothing was 


discovered on either shore, and the boats 
were approaching on their return when 
a puff of smoke was oiwerved on shore 
at Cardenas and a shell whistled over 
them. 
The Winslow was on the in- 


side, nearest the shore. 
The Hudson 


and the Winslow reported to the Wil- 
mington, and orders came promptly to 
go in and open fire; but the Spaniards 
had not waited for a. reply to their first 
shot. 
The Cardenas shore had already 


become a dense cloud of smoke, lighted 
by flashes of fire, and an avalanche 
of shells was bursting toward the little 
Winslow. 
The Hudson's two 6-pouud- 


ers were banging away at a terrific rate. 
How many of the torpedo boat's shots 
took effect is not known. The flrst two 
from tha Hudson fell short, but after 
these every one floated into the smoka 
clouds ashore. 
The Spaniards' aim 


meantime was improving, and it was 
presently seen that two empty barks 
had been anchored j»fC shore as ranges. 
It was 25 minutes flfore 3 o'clock when 
a 4-inch shell struck on the Winslow's 
starboard beam, knocking out her for- 
ward boiler and starboard engine and 
crippling her steering gear; but no one 
was Injured.

THE BEEHIVE. 


The honey gathered from the blossoms 


of white olover is unequaled for color and 
flavor. 


The market demands choice comb honey 


in pound sections, clean and white, with 
no stickiness about them. 


Comb honey requires the most careful 


handling to preserve it intact. A jar will 
often break it from the sections. 


No drones are reared in a colony until 


the colony becomes very strong and the 
combs well filled with worker brood. 


Generally those who run their apiaries 


for comb honey prefer small hives, while 
those that extract honey prefer larger ones. 


In selling extracted honey in local mar- 


kets small packages are preferable to lar- 
ger ones, as it granulates in cold weather. 


To produce a large crop of honey, beea 


should not be allowed to swarm, but 
should be kept together and given all of 
the room. 


One remedy for a sting is to rub It Off 


as quickly as possible. Another is to 
plunge the part into cold water or apply 
ammonia or soda. 


If the queen cells are cut out and the 


bees are given plenty of room to store 
honey, they are not so liable to swarm.— 
St. Louis .Republic.

Removing Grease From Stone. 


Nothing can be more efficacious In re- 


moving grease from stone than a solu- 
tion made of chloride o£ lime and soda. 
Put in a large basin a quarter of a 
pound of chloride of lime and rub out all 
lumps, adding gradually a pint of cold 
water. In another dish put two pounds 
of washing soda and dissolve in five 
pints of boiling water. Pour the water 
over the chloride of lime. Stir well, al- 
low it to settle and pour off the clear 
liquid, which should be bottled. Wash 
the steps with hot water and wipe dry. 
After painting the steps thickly with 
the lime sediment leave it for an hour. 
Rinse well with cold water, when all 
trace of grease will have disappeared. 
Afterward the clear solution will keep 
the stone in good condition. By a con- 
stant use of the solution stone may be 
kept like new. 


Plants and the Sickroom. 


In the dark plants exhale carbonic 


acid gas and consequently add an im- 
purity to the air. 
This is the reason 


why many people say they are undesir- 
able in bedrooms. Under the influence 
of sunlight, however, they take up car- 
bonic acid gas, of which they retain the 
carbon and set free the oxygen, and so 
become great air purifiers. When we 
take this into consideration, along with 
the fact that the quantity of carbonic 
aciii gas given off at night is so ex- 
tremely small that Miss Florence Night- 
ingale, when pleading for plants in the 
sickroom, said it "would not poison a 
fly," -we must come to the conclusion 
tMt plnntf In a hPrtrriom nrf> rcrtnlnTy 
desirable whenever there is convenient 
space for them.

Cfotfi and Doifies, 


A very pretty lunch cloth is designed 


of fine white linen embroidered with a 
row of viole'ts. The cloth is about 1% 
by 1% yards in size. The flowers are 
stamped upon the linen at one of the 
shops, or if the embroiderer is clever 
with the pencil she herself can outline 
the flowers. In embroidering the vio- 
let petals three shades of silk are re- 
quired, the beauty of the border de- 


ored shells usually have a light colored 
yolk, and often in delicate cookery there 
is a preference for them. In custards 
and yellow sponge cake, on the contra- 
ry, the darker the yolk the better. 


Boiled eggs are better for not being 


boiled at all. Dropped into boiling wa- 
ter and set off the stove for five min- 
utes, they are more evenly cooked than 
when boiled, a process that means the 
whole or part of it must be hard if the- 
yolk is to be cooked at all, besides' 
which the flavor is more delicate—more 
like a poached egg. 


An omelet should not be salted till 


Just as it is to be folded over in the pan. 


Use For Bits-of Soap. 


In many households when a tablet of 


soap is reduced to a very small piece it 
is thrown away. These scraps of soap 
should be saved. When enough are col- 
lected, put them into a mortar and 
pound them all together, If necessary 
using a little boiling water to make 
them Into a soft paste. Roll the paste 
Into balls and put them on a shelf in 
the kitchen or in any other dry place to 
harden. Ends of coarse soap should be 
collected in the same way and then 
boiled with a small quantity of water 
until quite dissolved. 
When cold, a 


smooth Jelly will be formed, which is 
useful for washing laces and flannels.

the Front. 


SEVERAL FROM ADAMS AND HERE 


Go Down to Carry Berkshire's Last 


Greetings to Company M. Will 


Go 1o Tampa Today From 


New York. 


The Second regiment left Camp Dewoy 


for Tampa at 5.30 o'clock Tbursdsy after- 
noon. Contrary to general expectation, 
the regiment did not go by way of 
Springfield and 
New Haven for New 


Yojk, but went to Newport, B. I., where 
tho r««t of th» trip to New York wa» 
made on a sound steamer. New York 
was reached tins morning, and by this 
afternoon the soldiers, with Company M, 
are expected to be well on their way to 
Tampa. 


It was a great day for the Second, and 


in spite of tbe serious side of the leaving, 
when the first Massachusetts men to go 
as volunteer* were sent from the state to 
the service of the nation, there was much 
enthusiasm.

A special train left Springfield for camp

Water Escapes at Side and Caused 


Washout on the Road. 


The trouble in the highway at the 


Eclipse mill dam on Union street, men- 
tion of which was Made in THB TRAN- 
SCRIPT recently, IB being investigated by 
Superintendent Douglass. It is believed 
to be due to a bad leak from tbe mill 
pond at tbe side of tbe dam. 


There has been more or less trouble 


there all the spring and on Wednesday a 
piece of the road dropped down, showing 
that it bad been undermined by water 
from some source. The hole was filled 
with dirt and Thursday morning the 
work of excavation was bejrnn. The dig- 
ging is under the street railroad track and 
the cars haw not run past the dam since 
8 o'clock Thursday morning. There is a 
oar on the Beaver end of the line and pas- 
seagers are transferred. 


Mr. Douglass says the object of exca- 


vating is to ascertain bejond a doubt 
whether the water comes from the pond 
or some other source. There is a good 
sized stream running under the road for 
several rods. It is far below the surface, 
which is the reason why the caving was 
not more extensive. Tbe stream empties 
into the river just below tbe dam. 


There is little room to doubt that tbe 


water comes from the mill pond. There 
was a whirlpool Wednesday uight to the 
heavy wall between the street and the 
pond and water was escaping in large 
quantity. Five hundred pounds of sack- 
ing was thrown in and was quickly drawn 
down into the hole by the water. This 
served to check the leak and today the 
water is flowing over the dam, but that 
the leak is not stopped is ahown by the 
stream still flowing under the road and 
coming among the stones at the foot of 
the dam. 


The dam waa built several years ar*o 


and is the property of Gallup <fc Hough- 
ton. It is said to be one of the largest iq 
the state. It ia a substantial piece of 
masonry and the trouble is not with the 
dam proper, the water having found an 
opening under the heavy wall next to the 
street. 
A. small stream coming around 


the north end of the dam shows that 
there is also a leak on that side. It is es- 
timated that the breakage represents 40 
horse power. As soon as the leak U 
stopped the highway will be put in 
proper condition.
